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This,  my  first  report  as  superintendent  of  schools,  is 
based  upon  my  study  of  the  conditions  since  I  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  this  office  Aug.  1,  1916.  While  this 
is  a  short  period,  I  feel  that  it  is  sufficiently  long  to 
warrant  the  observations  and  recommendations  which 
follow. 

The  scholarship  of  our  schools  compares  favorably 
with  the  average  of  the  state.  We  should  not,  however, 
be  satisfied  in  maintaining  the  present  standard.  The 
competition  of  modern  industrial  life  demands  more 
than  the  average  school  training  for  success,  after  the 
school  years  have  passed.  Our  boys  and  girls  are  bright 
and  willing  workers.  They  have  made  good  use  of  the 
opportunities  that  at  present  exist. 

In  my  opinion,  the  condition  of  our  schoolhouses  in- 
side and  outside  should  be  improved  at  once.  The  Point 
school,  Div.  No.  16,  is  unsanitary  and  hardly  suitable 
for  use.  It  is  difficult  to  ventilate  and  heat.  The  floor 
is  badly  worn  and  the  whole  interior  and  exterior  is 
unpleasant  and  unsightly. 

The  schoolhouse  at  Div.  No.  5  should  be  repaired  as 
soon  as  possible.  New  floors  are  needed  and  the  whole 
building  should  be  painted.  That  the  toilets  are  crude 
and  unhealthful  is  common  knowledge.  Cannot  some- 
thing be  done  to  better  the  sanitary  condition?  There 
are  others  of  our  village  schools  that  will  need  early 
attention. 

The  state  law  requires  the  compulsory  school  atten- 
dance of  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fif- 
teen years.  If  these  children  are  required  by  law  to  go 
to  school,  should  they  not  be  given  healthful  surround- 
ings ?  It  is  also  a  business  principle  to  repair  and  pro- 
tect the  school  property  that  we  already  possess. 

How  can  our  purpose  be  gained  to  the  best  advant- 
age ?  At  the  present  cost  of  material  and  labor  it  will 
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require  considerable  money  to  make  our  buildings  meet 
these  reasonable  standards.  Without  doubt,  there  is  a 
growing  sentiment  for  one  new  central  building  for  our 
village  schools.  The  wisdom  and  economy  of  such  a 
building  should  be  of  the  greatest  concern  and  interest 
to  every  parent  and  tax  payer.  Whatever  should  be 
the  final  decision  of  the  town  —  either  to  repair  the 
present  houses  or  build  a  new  one  —  we  should  not 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  there  is  an  urgent  need. 

Let  us  make  our  buildings  a  personal  and  public  ex- 
ample of  neatness  and  sanitation.  Good  environment 
will  lead  to  advanced  scholarship,  better  health,  and 
higher  ideals  —  the  ultimate  aim  of  all  education. 

RURAL  SCHOOLS. 

I  believe  that  considerable  attention  ought  to  be 
given  to  the  need  of  our  rural  schools.  We  should 
recognize  that  rural  prosperity  depends  on  the  quality 
of  the  educational  opportunities  offered.  The  following 
are  some  of  the  necessary  steps  that  would  improve  the 
quality  of  our  rural  schools. 

Teachers  should  receive  more  pay,  thereby  giving 
them  a  greater  incentive  to  professional  self-improve- 
ment. 

Schools  should  have  a  school  library  for  use  of  the 
pupils  and  the  community. 

The  town  should  adopt  a  program  for  the  gradual 
improvement  of  rural  school  buildings  so  that  no  coun- 
try child  need  attend  any  school  that  does  not  meet 
reasonable  standards  with  respect  to  heating,  lighting, 
an  ventilation. 

We  should  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  that 
the  state  offers  for  assistance  in  forming  boys'  and 
girls'  agricultural  clubs,  the  expense  of  which  will  be 
borne  by  the  state. 
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The  schoolhouses  should  be  more  generally  used  for 
neighborhood  purposes. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOL  EDUCATION. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Berwick  Academy  and  Mr.  Gray,  the  principal,  your 
superintendent  has  been  at  liberty  to  freely  inspect  the 
work  and  progress  of  our  boys  and  girls  who  attend 
the  academy.  The  courses  are  well  arranged  and  well 
taught.  I  feel  that  we  are  fortunate  in  our  present 
contract  for  secondary  school  education. 

REPAIRS. 

There  has  been  considerable  repair  work  at  several 
of  the  schoolhouses  during  the  past  year.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  shingle  the  entire  roof  at  No.  5.  The  walls 
of  the  basement  of  this  building  were  open  and  a  mason 
was  employed  to  repair  them,  which  is  a  great  assist- 
ance in  the  heating  of  the  building.  At  the  same  time 
the  walls  of  both  the  upper  and  lower  grammar  rooms 
were  patched  wherever  the  plaster  had  fallen. 

The  rooms  at  No.  16  and  No.  3  were  tinted  and  the 
ceilings  were  whitened.  The  condition  of  the  school 
buildings  of  the  village  has  already  been  mentioned  in 
another  part  of  this  report. 

Of  the  rural  schools  the  building  at  No.  6  should  be 
shingled  at  once.  Also  the  interior  of  the  building  at 
Emery's  Bridge  should  be  plastered  and  painted. 

The  cost  for  the  maintenance  of  our  schools  has 
greatly  increased  during  the  last  year  owing  to  the 
general  advance  in  prices.  The  cost  of  paper  and  other 
school  supplies  has  more  than  doubled.  We  pay  for  fuel 
more  than  ever  before  and  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  at 
any  price.  For  repairs  the  expense  of  material  and 
labor  is  also  much  greater  than  a  year  ago.  Nearly 
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every  book  company  has  sent  me  a  new  price  list  which 
they  base  upon  the  increased  cost  of  stock.  In  order 
to  maintain  our  present  standard  during  the  coming 
year  we  must  have  additional  funds  to  meet  these  ad- 
ditional demands.

BERWICK  ACADEMY. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Berwick  Academy,  and 
Citizens  of  South  Berwick : 

I  hereby  submit  the  first  report  of  Berwick  Academy. 
Berwick.   What  is  it  ?  What  is  its  source  ?  What  is 
its  aim? 

It  is  a  school  of  secondary  grade  located  in  your  town. 
Its  quality  of  work  guarantees  its  certification  by  the 
New  England  college  entrance  board  and  the  fund  re- 
ceived annually  from  the  state  certifies  its  standing 
within  your  state. 

Its  source  of  material  (by  material  I  mean  boys  and 
girls)  is  to  a  very  large  extent  South  Berwick.  A 
smaller  percent  is  from  Rollinsford,  N.  H.  There  are 
also  a  few  students  picked  up  from  the  surrounding 
towns. 

All  students  in  the  grade  schools  should  be  encour- 
aged by  parents  and  others,  who  have  the  formative 
years  of  the  child  in  their  making,  to  go  on  and  on,  to 
the  academy  at  least ;  beyond,  if  possible. 

Aim. — The  making  of  a  man. 

Make  a  man  and  he  will  find  his  work.  This  is  the 
calling  that  summons  to  no  particular  pursuit  or  profes- 
sion but  what  is  world-wide.  It  is  the  duty  of  every 
man  to  take  his  place,  to  do  his  work,  and  to  play  his 
part  in  the  community  of  his  fellows.  Whatever  may 
be  our  special  field  as  men  we  are  to  live  our  lives 
within  the  great  social  order  of  humanity.  Man's 
greatest  concern  is  to  know  how  he  shall  properly  fill 
his  place  in  the  universe  and  understand  what  he  must 
be  in  order  to  be  a  man. 
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The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  has  been  one  hun- 
dred and  three  (103)  students,  eighty-two  from  the 
town  of  South  Berwick,  twelve  from  the  town  of  Rol- 
linsford,  N.  H.,  and  nine  private  students,  an  increase 
of  20  students  over  the  enrollment  of  two  years  ago. 

The  curriculum  is  divided  into  the  Academic,  Scien- 
tific, and  the  Commercial  courses. 

The  Academic  course  is  arranged  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements to  college  courses. 

The  Scientific  course  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  students 
preparing  for  engineering,  scientific,  or  technical 
schools. 

The  course  in  Commerce  furnishes  preparation  for 
various  lines  of  business  in  addition  to  the  strictly  com- 
mercial branches.  The  course  provides  for  instruction 
in  subjects  which  are  valuable  as  a  means  of  general 
culture,  thus  equipping  the  student  with  a  broader  and 
more  liberal  preparation  for  life  than  would  result  from 
the  pursuit  of  an  exclusively  Commercial  course. 

Great  stress  is  laid  upon  these  regular  courses  in  the 
belief  that  the  best  results  are  obtained  by  following 
correlated  groups  of  studies. 

The  curriculum  is  made  up  from  the  curricula  of 
some  of  the  first  private  schools  of  the  United  States 
changed  only  in  what  is  absolutely  necessary  to  adapt 
them  to  our  local1  conditions.  It  is  not  whim  or  caprice 
of  any  particular  individual  for  the  curriculum  and  each 
course  of  study  represents  what  other  institutions  of 
highest  rank  considered  worth  while. 

One  of  the  subjects  in  which  I  have  become  much 
interested  and  which  I  find  in  talking  with  school  offi- 
cials to  be  much  neglected  is  the  subject  of  Political 
Science,  perhaps  better  known  as  Civics. 

We  are  a  free  people,  having  a  voice  in  the  national, 
state  and  local  affairs.  Yet  we  are  graduating  from  our 
schools  the  citizens  of  the  future  without  their  having 
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gained  the  rudiments  of  government.  This  year  our 
method  has  been  to  study  it  closely  in  connection  with 
modern  histories  of  Europe  and  America. 

At  present  we  are  making  a  close  study  of  town  and 
state  government,  also  the  local  history  of  Maine  and 
New  Hampshire. 

The  boy  or  girl  is  thus  not  only  able  to  tell  why  we 
have  government  and  how  government  originated,  but 
he  or  she  is  in  a  position  to  feel  responsibility  of  the 
individual  to  the  town,  the  state,  the  nation. 

The  Commercial  course  introduced  one  year  ago  is 
doing  very  successful  work  at  present.  Fifty  percent 
of  the  school  is  doing  work  in  this  department  in  some 
form.  Bookkeeping  is  a  good  opening  for  the  young 
man  desiring  to  enter  commercial  lines.  As  to  stenog- 
raphers many  people  are  misinformed  as  to  the  amount 
of  education  needed.  Responsible  for  this  are  the  so 
called  six-months  courses  of  our  business  colleges.  The 
stenographer  who  cannot  understand  the  matter  she  is 
taking  from  dictation  will  not  be  able  to  read  her  note- 
when  they  become  cold.  Much  less  will  she  be  able  to 
paragraph,  punctuate,  and  spell  them  correctly. 

I  am  most  anxious  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  the 
parents  the  necessity  of  regular  home  study.  The  first 
thing  that  the  student  should  do  is  to  habituate  himself 
to  fixed  hours  of  study.  Have  definite  hours  for  definite 
work  and  don't  let  the  hour  go  by  unemployed.  Stu- 
dents should  have  also  fixed  hours  of  retiring.  If  some 
excitement  attracts  they  are  up  late.  If  the  evening  is 
dull  they  retire  early.  They  go  to  bed  when  they  get 
sleepy  and  evening  study  becomes  ineffective.  The  boy 
or  girl  who  is  out  one  night  until  12  o'clock  and  goes  to 
bed  the  next  night  at  eight-thirty  can  never  succeed  as 
a  student.  I  ask  you,  parents,  in  the  light  of  these 
remarks  to  aid  your  children,  yes,  insist  that  they  keep 
regular  evening  study  hours. 
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Parents :  A  word  to  you.  I  feel  that  no  one  has  a 
greater  interest  in  the  students  of  Berwick  Academy 
or  in  the  academy  itself  than  you.  Your  support  is 
liberal  and  pleasing,  but  along  the  side  in  which  you 
could  do  the  most  I  often  have  the  presentiment  you 
are  doing  the  least.  Tell  me,  what  is  more  important 
to  a  home,  to  a  school,  to  a  church,  a  state,  or  to  a 
nation,  than  clean,  intellectual  minds ;  be  they  found  in 
the  stronger  masculine  body  or  in  the  weaker,  yet  finer 
feminine  one  ?  Why  then,  do  we  as  parents  pay  so  lit- 
tle heed  as  to  their  care  and  development  ?  We  are  care- 
ful of  our  animals  so  that  they  may  be  efficient  for  each 
and  every  day. 

If  they  are  to  perform  satisfactorily  each  day's  task, 
you  see  to  it  that  they  are  provided  with  proper  rest 
through  the  night.  Yet  the  children,  the  men  and 
women  of  the  future  homes  of  this  town,  give  up  their 
evenings  to  dancing,  to  moving  pictures,  to  parties,  and 
thereby  destroy  not  only  their  efficiency  for  their  next 
day's  lessons,  but  each  night  that  they  draw  their  nerve 
force  they  have  laced  a  poor  piece  of  material  in  their 
life  structure  that  will  some  day  crumble  and  leave  the 
whole  weak,  unfit  for  service.  There  is  not  a  student 
living  who  can  be  out  until  12  M.  or  1  A.  M.  and  be  in 
condition  for  his  studies  of  the  next  day.  There  is  no 
student  of  more  tender  age  than  those  of  the  academy, 
she  can  sit  before  the  picture  screen  and  see  a  murder 
scene  carried  out  and  have  a  mind  free  and  clean.  Yet 
these  very  students  will  be  the  students  of  Berwick  in  a 
few  more  years,  and  we  as  school  officials  and  parents 
denounce  this  and  that  and  wonder  why  our  boys  and 
girls  are  not  interested  in  life  in  the  highest  and  purest 
form.  I  beseach  you,  parents,  as  one  who  has  worked 
for  the  best  interests  of  Berwick  Academy  to  use  your 
influence  to  keep  the  social  life  for  students,  confined 
to  Friday  and  Saturday  nights.    If  your  boy  or  girl 
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tells  you  he  or  she  has  nothing  to  do  for  school  work 
each  evening,  call  up  the  principal1  and  learn  the  stand- 
ing of  that  student  just  as  his  work  stands  in  the 
catalog. 

I  tell  you,  parents,  in  sincerity  and  truth,  when  a  stu- 
dent enters  Berwick  Academy,  he  has  got  to  decide  on 
one  of  two  things.  He  must  put  his  school  work  first 
or  around-town  activities  first  —  he  cannot  do  justice 
to  both.  If  the  latter  is  to  'be  chosen  take  him  out  of 
the  academy  and  put  him  to  work.  You  are  wasting 
your  money  and  his  time  to  let  him  continue  in  B.  A. 

Your  academy  is  life.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more 
to  mean  the  finishing  room  of  the  educational  system 
here  at  home.  Here  is  where  the  student  acquires  the 
ability  to  overcome  obstacles  to  adapt  environment  to 
self  rather  than  conform  to  it,  where  he  places  his  face 
to  the  front  in  every  moment  of  quickness  and  self 
reliance  and  says,  "  I  have  common  sense  plus  an  edu- 
cation.  I  am  an  efficient  man  or  an  efficient  woman. 

I  believe  the  chief  end  of  education  is  the  making  of 
a  man  or  a  woman.  No  one  receives  an  education.  It 
is  the  fruit  of  a  firm  and  intelligent  will,  gained  by 
active  and  continuous  effort. 

"All  men  desire  knowledge,  but  not  all  men  desire  the 
labor  of  learning/' 

The  labors  to  be  undertaken  and  the  end  to  be  ob- 
tained may  well  be  summed  up  in  three  words,  Be  a 
Person. 

The  true  vocation  of  mankind  is  to  be  a  MAN.
